After the system flow diagrams are de- 
ittlbed and the requirements are specified, the programmers 
vrllethe programmes. It Is also Important that each programme 




Uiar lo obtain the complete system and then tested again. The 
m Ib required because It Is not necessary that If each pro- 
gramme Is running correctly, It follows that the whole system 
via run correctly. 

After finishing the programmes, the programmers next task Is 
documentation. It Is the writing of a detailed explanation of how 
each programme works, to make It understable to other people 
ind lo modify it, If necessary, according to the new applications. 

As mentioned earlier, In computer science there are Bystems 
snalysts and programmers to obtain a complete system. This 
system needs a computer time and this Is one of the jobs of 
operation manager who Is responsible for allocating computer 
dnte to different programmes and also sees to the maintenance 
ind repair of the computer.

This programme is very im- 
portant In many applications 
that need sorting for the datg.

Cosmetic surgery, Japan-style

TOKYO — The Japanese, who 
have often zapped their competi- 
tors by combining high quality with 
high volume and low profit, have 
carried this philosophy into the 
world of cosmetic surgery. 

If you're In your 50s and would 
like to look 30 again — or 25 — 
(his city has a whole hospital de- 
voted to the art. Its director, Dr 
Fumehiko Umezawa, Is a house- 
hold name in Japan. 

Plastic surgery has been known 
since the days of ancient Egypt, 
but as a luxury. Jujln hospital 
changed all that. 

In the bustling Shimbashl sec- 
tion of this 12.5' million population 
megalopolis, (he Jujin Hospital — 
like a hotel with its orange window 
canopies — does about 100 op- 
erations a day. These can vary 
from rebuilding burned fucos to re- 
moving simple warts, from lifting 
pounds trom tho waist, the hips or 
the rear to straightening or iust 
Improving tho shape of Iho fomnlo 
bosom. 

Umezawa says he la tho 14th 
generation ol his (amity to practice 
medicine. His father, Dr Fumlo 
VJmezawa, is also a cosmetic sur- 
geon — and hoe had a face-lift 
himself. In hie modern office lined 
with "before and after" pictures, 
and later over skewered sparrows 
in a yakitori restaurant, tho youn- 
ger Dr Umozowa talked about Ju» 

Daspite tho tremendous volumo 
of work for tho 22 doctors and 60 
nurses and technicians, he claime 
I hat In the hospital's five years of 
existence, no-one Has suffered a 
cut nerve or suffered complica- 
tions worse than minor internal 
breeding or sfight post-operative 
infections. 

Trained at Japan's prestigious 
Kaio University, Umezawa attracts 
patients from all over the world. 
Women come, sometimes in 
groups, to have the fat of child- 
bearing sucked away by a new 
technique, or the lines of time re- 
• moved from their faces. The men 
conte discreetly, on their own, re- 
= luctant to admit concern about 
-Ihelr appearance.

A fnce-lltt begins to wear off al- 
ter about five yeare, but the op- 
eration can be repeated, as count- 
less actors and actresses have 
proved. 

Umezawa himself does about 
200 operations a year, using tech- 
niques he teaches to his other 
surgeons. The one he uses to de- 
molish oversized waists derives 
from the method of a famed Paris 
surgeon, Dr Yves-Gerard lilouz. 

Most cosmetfc surgeons, not- 
ably those in Italy — where well- 
upholstered midriffs ore not un- 
common — remove the excess 
weight by making a tong Incision 
and scraping ihe fat away. If the 
patient can't resist pasta, the (at 
will return. 

At Jujin, q tiny — • later, invisible 

— U-shaped incision is made in- 
side the navel. Enzymes are 
pumped In to "melt" Ihe fatty 
tissue, which Is pumped out by a 
suction lube. These auction Hpec- 
tomles remove about five inches 
(12 cm) from the waistline, but 
cannot remove serious obeaiiy. 

Full anesthesia is needed for 
Ihe $2,600 operation, which Ume- 
zawa says Is “easier and less 
painful than an appendectomy." 
Three days' recuperation Is re- 
quired. Since the fat-producing 
celts are removed with the fat, 
even a high-calorle diet will not 
restore Ihe "spare tire.” But the 
skin’s elastic quality remains, 
making future chlWWtlbs possible. 

- Umezwa claims that waistline 
reductions by Hpeciomy are belter 
than those obtained, through ex- 

' erciee. or diet, since the fatter re- 
move fat everywhere, leaving (he 
patient with some changes she 
may not want — a -thinner face, 
scraggy hands, a smaller bust, for 
example.

making tho eye appear to be lar- 
ger. 

This "op" takes about 10 min- 
utes on each eye. Secretaries 
sometimes have It done on their 
lunch hour. They can pay by in- 
stalments. 

Older techniques leave a small 
scar, seen when the eye Is closed, 
but the sewing method leaves no 
mark. 

Another favourite with Japanese 


women is to build up the bridge of 
the nose to make it more "Wes- 
tern." A mask of the face is taken, 
and the surgeon proposes four 
different shapes. Under local 
anesthetic, an invisible Incision is 
made inside the nostril and the 
prosthesis inserted. 

If the patient, after looking in the 
mirror, decides that another shape . 
would have been better, the prost- 
hesis Is replaced by another on 
the spot, since no adhesive is in- 
volved. 

"With the Japanese, the main 
concern is the face, not the body," 
Umezawa said. So what's a 
14th-operation Kelo surgeon do- 
ing sewing up typists' eyelids'? 
Umezawa stresses the psycholo- 
gical factor. Many of his patients, 
judging from thslr "before” pic- 
tures, were never ugly; but Ume- 
zawa says they felt unhappy 
about some features and had 
developed Inhibitions and with- 
drawn personalities. 

With new self* respect comes a 
new personality, he says, at least 
in younger patients. Jujln offers 
more than 40 different operations. 
Rarer procedures include tighten- 
ing the vagina after multiple child- 
births, and Implants Into the pen- 
Ises of older men lo assist erec- 
tion — an operation which is on 
the Increase now that the Ja- 
panese average lifespan is edging 
past 80. 

But the operation to restore an 
appearance of virginity la re- 
quested in Japan only by rape vic- 
tims, who want jt for cathartic rea- 


sons, Umezawa says. Japan's 
Buddhist and Shinto religions do 
not associate sin with sex or atlri. 
bute a virtue to virginity. 

Sex-change operations? No 
they’re illegal In Japan. Only id 
per cent of Jujln patlentB are m B n 
In Japan as elsewhere, It Is easier 
for an ugly man to find a spouse 
than it is for an ugly woman. 

Are foreign patients different? 
The surgeon says the "Cauca- 
Blan 1 faces of whites, Arabs and 
Indians have more delicate akin 
which wrinkles more easily. Orien- 
tal skjn tissue is stronger and Is 
supported by only one layer of 
muscle. 

Two layers of muscle have to be 
•stretched In face-lifts for "Cauca- 
sians." The operation therefore 
takes longer, though it costs no 
more. 

Jujin produces pharmaceuticals 
for such problems as age spots or 
lifeless hair. One product alms to 
straighten curly hair for three 
months without using the often 
damaging chemicals favoured by 
Africans and black Americans. 

What are the coemetic trends of 
the future? "Orientals want to be 
taller, like Westerners," the sur- 
geon said. By surgery? Implants In 
the spine? No, It will be by hor- 
mone Injection," aald Umezawa. 
"But much more research Is 
needed first."
